GANDHI’S “QUIT 
INDIA” DEMAND 


APPEALING TO VICEROY

BOMBAY, Thursday.—As soon 
as the Congress Committee | 


endorses the ‘‘Quit India” 
resolution, Mr. Gandhi is to 
address what he" terms “an 


earnest appeal” to the Viceroy 
“to avoid a conflict.”’ 

Hig intention to write a letter on 
these lines, when he sends a copy of 
the resolution to Lord Linlithgow 
and asks him what action the 
Government proposes to take to meet 
the Congress demand for indepen- 
dence became known to-day. 

“The letter will not be in the 
nature of an ultimatum, Mr. Gandhi 
stated. If there is a favourable 
response, my letter,” he said, ‘‘ can 
be a basis for negotiation.’’ Mean- 
while, Dr. Maulana Azad, Congress 
President, is believed to be planning 
letters to President Roosevelt, 
General Chiang Kai-shek, and the 
heads of other united nations, 
appealing for their support for the 
Congress demand. His letters, it 1s 
understood, will emphasise the Con- 
gress preparedness to offer armed 
resistance to all aggressor nations 
and will pledge it not to enter into | 
a separate peace. 

Mr. Gandhi stated that there 
would be an interval between the 
passing of the resolution and the 
opening of a mass civil disobedience 
campaign. 

Asked ‘‘doeg the resolution mean 
peace or war?’’ Mr. Gandhi replied : 
““The emphasis in any non-violent 
struggle, projected or in operation, 
is always on peace; war when it 
becomes an absolpte necessity. 

Answering other questions, Mr. 
Gandhi said:—‘‘If independence is 
ushered in with perfect British good- 
will, then I expect the almost spon- 
taneous establishment of a pro- 
visional government, which, being 
just now based, as it must be of 
necessity, on non-violence, will, in 
order to command universal confi- 
dece, represent the free and volun- 
tary association of all parties. 

“I have definitely contemplated 
an interval between the passing of 
the Congress resolution ak the start 
of the struggle. I do not know that 
what I contemplate doing according 
to my wont can be in any way de- 
scribed as in the nature of negotia- 
tion. 


NO LONG INTERVAL 


“The object with which the de- 
mand for immediate withdrawal is 
made does not allow of a long in- 
terval, for the simple reason that the 
war will not be suspended, though 
an interval is contemplated in 
expectation of something turning up. 
The working committee itself, which 
is sincerely eager to mobilise the 
whole of free Indian opinion in 
favour of the war effort, is impatient 
to do so, and it would be altogether 
wrong, both for Congress and for 
British power, to prolong’ the 
suspense by a day longer than is 
warranted by the force of circum- 
stances beyond their control.” 

‘Mr. Gandhi will address a meet- 
ing of All-India Congress Committee 
to-morrow. i 

At a Press conference to-night, 
Mr. Gandhi was asked by an 
American correspondent for a 
‘point-blank assurance that, even 
if there was a time when you 
thought of dealing with Japan you 
would not consider it now.” 

Mr. Gandhi replied:—‘‘I can 
p no such assurances, because if 

deal with Japan, and if I am 
allowed to do so by the contem- 
plated Free India Government, I 
would do so purely in the interest 
of the Allied cause. It may be 
the effort and optimism of a 
visionary, but it can “do no harm 
to. the war effort. It will dis- 
credit Japan if a friendly gesture 
on behalf of groaning humanity is 
repelled. 

Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru, Indian 
Liberal Leader, is being urged to 
come to Bombay to meet Mr.

SYDNEY$ Thursday. — Demands , 
for stronger resistance against the 
Japanese and their continued snap- 
ping up of south-west Pacific bases 
and airfields are becoming more 
insistent.

DUTCH QUEEN’S — 
WAR MOTTO 
NAVAL GIFT FROM U.S. 


ASHINGTON, Friday.— 
Queen Wilhelmina, ad- 
dressing a joint session of the 
United States Congress to-day, 
asked Americans to “ imagine 
what it means for a liberty-loving 
country to be in bondage, for a 
proud country to be subject to 
harsh alien rule. 
“What would America’s answer 
be if the invader tried to cover his 
wholesale and systematic pillage 
with the firing squad, the concen- 
tration camp, and the abomination 
of taking hostages? I do not doubt 
that your answer would be resist- 
ance—resistance until the end, 
resistance in every practical “ve 
and form. This is exactly the 
answer my people have given, and 
are giving, every day. If, in a 
material sense, they have been 
ruined by the enemy, their spirit 
grows with their hardships, and 
they keep their unflinching belief in 
their liberation. They see their 
families go without what they most 
need in food and clothing; they see 
their workers enslaved by the 
oppressor. Yet 'No surrender’ 
remains their constant motto. | 

‘‘Inside the occupied territory, 
and outside, the fight goes on. 
Democracy. is our most precious 
heritage. We cannot breathe 1n 
the sullen air of despotic rule.”’ 

Speaking of Dutch war aims, the 
Queen said: ‘‘We want nothing 
that does not belong to us. We 
want to resume our place as an 
independent nation on the fringe of 
the Atlantic and on the dividing- 
line of the Pacific and the Indian 
oceans, and to remain your good 
neighbour in the Caribbean; and. we 
accept the responsibilities resulting 
from that situation. 

“Do not forget, even for one 
brief moment, that first of all the 
war has to be won. In that war 
we are with you and the other 
united nations to the last. United 
we stand, and united we will achieve 
victory.” 


VISIT TO SHIPYARD 


Queen Wilhelmina, accompanied 
by President Roosevelt, also visited 
a Washington shipyard to-day, 
and commissioned an American-built 
Netherlands warship bearing her 
own name.

MUST NOT BE 
NEGLECTED 


¢¢ A NYBODY in contact with 

cross-Channel visitors to 
this country at present would be 
well-advised to have themselves 
re-vaccinated if they have not 
been vaccinated since infancy. 
Those leaving this country for 
Great Britain will be extremely 


-foolish if they neglect this. pre- 


caution.”’ 

This opinion “was expressed by a 
well-known Dublin’ medical man 
yesterday, discussing the danger to 
this country constituted by the 
present epidemic of smallpox in 
various parts of Great Britain. “‘I 
often wonder how any sane person 
can have any doubts as to the pro- 
tection and harmlessness of vaccina- 
tion. I have vaccinated thousands 
of people, and have only seen one 
case ‘go wrong, “ said the doctor. 
‘‘ In this instance a soldier foolishly 
allowed a ‘ knowledgable man’ to 
rub some filth into his arm. 
Nowadays almost the only reaction to 
the operation of vaccination is a 
slight swelling of the arm. Rare 
cases of complications or failure 
could only be attributed to some 
imperfection in the lymph, or care- 
lessness on the part of the operator. 


FORMER EPIDEMIC 


The doctor recalled from his ex- 
periences a smallpox epidemic in the 
‘‘ nineties,’’ during which no doctor, 
nurse or attendant at Cork Street 
Fever Hospital, Dublin, had died, 
with the solitary exception of a 
young wardsmaid who had been un- 
vaccinated. In face of such examples 
of the efficacy of vaccination, its 
opponents were rather inconsistent, 
he said, in their hostility. They 
reminded him of a woman who 
brought her daughter to him during 
a smallpox “ scare ” in England. He 
diagnosed the young woman’s rash 
as a minor ailment consequent to the 
eating of shellfish. The mother was 
vastly relieved, and asked the doctor 
to vaccinate the girl. “' Of course,” 
she remarked, ‘‘ 1 don’t ’old with it, 
but I would like you to do it all the 
same.” 

It is of special interest to note 
just now that before the introduction 
of vaccination, smallpox was a 
disease mainly of infancy, while 
to-day it is mainly that of adults, 
whose immunity given to them by 
vaccination in infancy has grown 
less and less with the passage of 
time. In those countries where re- 
vaccination is compulsory, and in 
those particular classes of the com- 
munity of other countries in which 
it is made compulsory, such as 
soldiers and civil servants, smallpox 
is virtually unknown. 


THE REPRIEVE PLEA 
COMMUNIST SUPPORT IT 


The Belfast Committee of the 
Communist Party of Ireland passed 
a fesolution yesterday urging the 
Governor of Northern Ireland and 
the Northern Government’ to 
extend clemency to the six young 
men recently sentenced to death in 
Belfast. 

The plea of youth, the resolution 
stated, was sufficient reason, but, 
in addition, the exercise of 
clemency would serve to heal divi- 
sion, which, unfortunately, existed 
amongst the people. Unity of the 
people of Northern Ireland had 
been ardently desired by thinking 
eople for a great number of years, 
but that need was to-day greater 
than ever before, in view of the 
great problems confronting the 
peoples of the world. 

The resolution ended by calling 
upon all workmen and all classes to 
add their support to the thousands 
who already had supported the 
appeal. 

At a meeting of the Belfast Trades’ 
Council yesterday, a delegate asked 
if he would be in order to raise the 
question of the petition for the re- 
prieve of the six men. The Chair- 
man ruled against him, saying the 
matter was not an industrial one, 
and was best left to the individual 
opinion of members. 

The appeal against the death 
sentence is to be lodged to-day, it is 
understood. The executions were 
fixed for Tuesday week.

PLAN NOW FOR 
AIRPORTS 


EXPERT'S ADVICE

RELAND’S first interna] air 

service will operate from next 
Wednesday, August 12. After 
the war, when the cost of air 
transport begins to diminish, a 
network of services all over the 


country is visualised. Air 
services, however, require alr- 
ports, and in Eire, at the 


moment, there are only two civil 


airports really worthy of the 
name, 
Mr. Manning’ Robertson, the 


authority on town planning, dis- 
cussing the problem of providing 
suitable airports for Irish towns, 
said that now is the time for 
municipal authorities to choose the 
ideal sites for their future airports. 
If they wait until the airports are 
needed, all suitable land may be 
built over and the owners of the 
buildings would have to be compen- 
sated, perhaps at considerable 
expense, before the airports could be 


opened. 
THE REAL NEED 


What is really needed, he said, is 
a national transport plan, of which 
airport planning would form an 
integral and important part. The 
difficulty of airport-planning is the 
great demand on space, and valuable 
space at that. close to towns and 
cities. Building on land that 1s 
intended to be used later, is, of 
course, impossible, but it might be 
used as pasture-land or put to some 
other such purpose. i 

Statistics on the landing reguire- 
ments of modern aeroplanes, built 
since the beginning of the war are, 
of course, not available, but pre- 
war European recommendations for 
the ideal airport suggest a circular 
landing-field about 000 feet in 
diameter, covering about 160 acres. 
This land must be flat, and must be 
surrounded by a belt of land some 
600 feet wide. free from trees and 
structures of any type. The total 
area required is thus about 518 
acres. Runways of modern aero- 
planes vary from 2,000 to 5,500 feet. 

The best position for such an air- 
port would be between 3 and 8 
miles away from the town or cily 
it serves. The larger the city, 
naturally, the further away the air- 
port would have to be. it 1s pos- 
sible that in the future, when air- 
transport becomes sufficiently 1in- 
expensive, small city aerodromes 
may be used as ferry-service ports 
for the larger aerodromes some 
miles from the city, but if airports 
were constructed within eight miles 
of the city, motor-transport could 
easily be employed to and from the 
aerodrome without slowing up the 
journey to any appreciable extent. 


CASE OF CORK 


Dublin and Limerick, according to 
Mr. Manning Robertson, are well 
rovided in the matter of airports. 

th Professor Abercrombie and 
Mr. Sydney Kelly, who collaborated 
with him in the preparation of the 
recentl published Sketch Develop- 
ment Plan of Dublin, expressed 
themselves highly pleased with 
Collinstown aerodrome, and it is a 
known fact that English visitors 
have said that it compares favour- 
ably with any aerodrome in Great 
Britain. Limerick, too, has a fine 
aerodrome, but the case of Cork re- 
quires immediate investigation. 

Cork is the next big city in Éire, 
and since the Cork municipal authori- 
ties have always been quick to seize 
on any new development plan, it is 
natural to suppose that before very 
long an air-service between Cork 
and Dublin will be instituted. ‘Ihe 
question of a suitably large air- 
_ for Cork wag discussed in the 
ast Town Planning Keport for 
Cork, published some twelve months 
ago. 


GALWAY’S REQUEST 


Galway Corporation decided yes- 
terday to ask Aer Lingus Teo and 
the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce to establish an air service 
between Dublin and Galway. 

Alderman M. O'Flaherty said that 
Galway formerly had such a ser- 
vice, and there had been no acci- 
dent and the aerodrome was still 
available.

AERIAL GAINS — 


AND LOSSES 
A MONTH'S REVIEW 


IG day and night attacks in 
the west and the non-stop air 
offensive in the Western Desert 
made July one of the R.A.F.’s 
busiest months, writes a Press 
Association Air Correspondent. 

One hundred and fifty-seven 
attacks were made on 45 land 
targets, 421 Axis ‘planes were de- 
stroyed—inclyuding 147 over Malta— 
14 vital war centres in Germany 
were bombed, 155 enemy ships were 
sunk or damaged. 

On the other side of the balance 
sheet, he states, we lost 432 aircraft 
in all operations in the two 
theatres, enemy ‘planes were over 
Britain on 18 nights and made 19 
day raids—a slight increase, 

In the west, in all offensievs, we 
destroyed 113 German ’planes—so 
over Britain and 58 over Europe— 
and we lost 251, not one of which 
was over our own country. 

Middle-East air battle losses were : 
Axis 308, R.A.F. 181. The 147 
Axis ‘planes destroyed over Malta 
included 51 bombers and 83 fighters, 
Our fighters destroyed 133 of them. 

Although weather conditions 
throughout the month were un- 
favourable, Bomber Command struck 
at German and occupied territory on 
18 days and 16 nights, while the 
R.A.F., as a whole, operated on 23 
days and 18 nights. 

In northern waters, attacks on 
enemy shipping were concentrated off 
the coast of Holland, Belgium and 
France, and 19 ships were either 
sunk or damaged. 

In the Mediterranean 36 were either 
sunk or damaged.—(Pfess Associa- 


tion.) 
FIRE BOMBS 
Lately the Germans have dropped 


some fire bombs containing pnos- 
horus on Britain. The British 
Ministry of Home Security giv 
this advice to persons who may be 
sploaped by. sueh -bombs—remember 
that phosphorus cannot burn when 
wet, but bursts into flame as soon 
as it is dry, If you are splashed 
with burning phosphorus. keep the 
part affected either under water or 
covered with a wet pad until medical 
treatment is available. If you can, 
bathe the burn with a solution made 
by two tablespoonfuls of ordinary 
washing soda dissolved in one pint 
of water. On no account should any 
oily or greasy dressings or ointment 
be put on a phosphorus burn before 
it is certain that no trace of 
phosphorus remains. Grease dis- 
solves phosphorus and spreads it. 

If liquid phosphorus, not alight, 
lodges on the skin, dip the part 
affected in water, -hot if possible, or 
keep it wet with a pad. While the 
phosphorus is under water or kept 
wet, remove it either by scrapirg or 
‘chipping “ it off with a dull '.mife, 
or by rubbing with a soft nail rush. 
Make sure that you have removed 
every particle of phosphorus by 
examining the splashed part in the 
dark. A ng spt glow will 
show up even the smallest portion. 

Clothing splashed with phosphorus 
should be kept wet until you can 
take it off.

And 
this cutting-off of food supplies 18 
very serious for Russia : the progres- 
sive itidustrialisation policy of the 
Soviet Government was inevitably 
operated at the expense of agricul- 
ture generally. 

These things, however, can come 
into operation only after a certain 
interval of time. They are not at all 
likely to make themselves felt duc- 
ing the, say, three months of cam- 
paignable weather remaining in the 
current year. Certainly the Northern 
and Central Russian Army groups 
still dispose of all their material 
means practically unimpaired. It 
remains to be seen whether the 
means in question are adequate to a 
counter-offensive in a big way. There 
are indications that the German 
High Command believes that they 
are not adequate for such a purpose. 
Otherwise it is not easy to explain 
the important transfers of German 
troops to the West. That such trans- 
fers have taken place is vouched 
by no less an authority than Dr. 
Goebbels: ‘‘ The best and most hard- 
fighting troops have been transferred 
there.” Such a move would not 
seem easy to explain, unless the 
Germans regard their 1942 task in 
Russia as in great part completed. 
Pointing in the same direction is the 
report of captures in Egypt of Ger- 
man troops recently transferred from 
the Russian front. 


GERMAN MOVES 


It can, of course, be argued that 
these westward transfers of German 
troops constitute a ' second front 
in a sense. But it is not a second 
front of such a kind as to benefit 
the Allies in any material degree. 
for that something more is required 
—some definite offensive movement 
undertaken in conjunction with the 
Russians. One can imagine a great 
wheel, pivoting on Veronezh and 
swinging down on the German dis- 

sition from the north—with the 
intensified heavy bombing adding 
weight to the marching flank. It 
can hardly be supposed that the 
Allies—after three years of war— 
do not ssess the numbers and 
material for such a plan to be put 
into operation. And, as regards 
the ‘‘shipping problem,” it should 
be no more difficult to send men to 
Murmansk than to send material. 
The fact that assistance to Russia 
by the southern route is now un- 
availing would be an _ all-powerful 
reason for adding everything pos- 
sible to the northern supply-quota.

Detective O'Connor stated that when he 
showed a ticket to Miss ffrench at the 
“Tote” Office at Phenix Park racecourse 
the previous day. and told her that she 
had presented it for payment, ahd that 
it had been altered, she said that a young 
boy had asked her to collect on it, as 
he did not know anything about it. 


“ BIT OF BRAVADO ” 


Later, when he told “er that he was 
going to charge her with attempting to 
obtain 30/- on the ticket, she said she 
would not do a thing like that; that she 
had plenty of money, and had no need 
to do it. On the way to the Bridewell 
she said that there was no boy in it. 
that she did it herself, just a bit of 
bravado. and that she was always doing 
foolish things. She made a statement, 
in which she said that she was a student 
at University College, Dublin, and that, in 
her spare time, she attended race meet- 
ings.

OMAGH MILK CRUX 
CREAMERIES’ SUPPLIES 


It was authoritatively stated at 
Omagh yesterday that the position 
regarding the dairying dispute had 
not been materially affected by the 
threat of the Ministry of Agriculture 
to revoke the Grade “C” licences of 
the farmers who refused to transfer 
their milk supplies to Messrs. 
Nestle’s factory from the creameries. 

One creamery manager stated that 
the total reduction of milk to the 
creameries did not exceed 18 per 
cent., but at one or two creameries 
the reduction is certainly a At 
Mountjoy Creamery, one mile from 
the factory, which it was thought, 
would have been most seriously 
affected, the milk supply has been 
maintained at the highest record 
during the past forty years. 

The U.A.O.S. have written to the 
creamery managers in the affected 
area stating that legal advice had 
been sought on the Ministry’s threat 
and action would be taken to secure 


the return of the Grade ‘‘C’’ 
licences to all suppliers whose 
licences might be revoked. They 


add: ‘‘If the Ministry persists we 
will certainly do our utmost to 
retaliate by stopping creamery milk 


supplies to the factory. 


SALE PRICE OF TURF 
CORK T.D. DISAPPOINTED

£1,000 
BELFAST FRAUD CHARGE 


After two hours’ absence, the jury, 
at the Belfast Commission yesterday 
evening, found the brothers, Albert 
and Malcolm Morrison, guilty of all 
the charges of conspiring to defraud 
the Admiralty of sums in workmen’s 
wages. 

hey were ordered to pay £600 
restitution to the Admiralty; £200 
to the cost of the prosecution, and 
were each fined £100—a total of 
£1,000. They were also bound over 
for three years. 

The men wére cheered by friends 
and workmen as they left the court. 

Members of the firm of Messrs. J. 
Morrison and Son, 104 York street, 
Belfast, the accused men pleaded not 
guilty of the charges, which were in 
respect of money received by them 
from the Admiralty for a number of 
their workmen. The Crown had 
alleged that, instead of being in 
British ships, as the firm had 
claimed, the men had been engaged 
by the company, part of the time, in 
important work for them. It was

TWO DECENT MEN

DEFENCE IN DEPTH 
BRITISH HOME PLAN 


The duties of British civilians in 
the event of an invasion, and also 
an outline of a scheme of defence 
in depth, were mentioned by Sir 
Ernest Gowers, Senior Regional 
Commissioner, in London yesterday. 
The London area, he said, would 
obviously be the invader’s chief 
objective. ‘‘ There has been some 
criticism of the facts that our pre- 
parations include the inner districts 
of London as well as the outer 
sections. This criticism is presumably 
based on the argument that if the 
inner ring is taken the battle is lost. 
I do not agree. Civil defence, like 
other defence, has to be organised in 
depth.” 

An. invasion, he said, would pro- 
bably result in small or large areas 
being isolated. The intention is to 
make plans for small areas to carry 
on as self-contained units, and to 
organise civilians to assist the mili- 
tary in their task of beating the 
enemy. Civilians would be asked 
to do such work as clearing débris, 
filling craters, digging trenches, dis- 
tributing emergency supplies of 


out emergency cooking and sanita- 
tion arrangements. 

The invasion defence scheme had 
two objects :'—l. To organise civi- 
lians into working parties under 
leaders to enable fhem to help the 
armed forces and the civil authori- 
ties; and 2, to establish contacts 
below regional level between repre- 
sentatives of the military local 
authority, police, fire service, Go- 
vernment departments and public 
utility undertakings, so as to secure 
maximum co-ordination and to 
create  self-ocntained and _self- 
supporting areas. 


BOMBING OF ITALY 
ENGLISH M.P.’s DEMAND

He blamed the slimming 
craze of a few years ago fer the 
fall in the consumption of potatoes, 
which, people said, were fattening.

listeners the slogan: “Eat with 
understanding.” 


“We have got plenty of bread; 
let there be no mistake about that.

That is his problem; it is not ours,”’ 
he added.

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Japan and Australia 
So many big things are happen- 


ing in Europe and threatening to 
happen in Northern Africa that 
everybody has lost interest, for the 
time beiag, in the Far East. Yet 


important things are happening 


there, too. During the last week 
or two the great island of New 


Guinea, off the northern coast of 
Australia, has. become the scene 
of renewed activity, and the 
Australian people are beginning 
to wonder if the danger of a 
Japanese invasion is quite so 
remote as it appeared. Not all 
the activity has been on Japan’s 
side. The Allied air forces havo 
been doing some useful work 
against the Japanese bases in 
New Guinea; hardly a day passes, 
indeed, without news of a more 
or less successful raid upon some 
supply dépét or ‘‘ invasion port.”’ 
Nevertheless, the Japanese have 
been thrusting their positions 
forward, and within the last few 
days they have made some 
important gains. Last week they 
occupied Buna and Gona, two 
settlements on the northern coast 
of New Guinea’s “' tail,” thereby 
bringing themselves a stage nearer 
for the, apparently, inevitable 
assault on Port Moresby. The 
Australians have learned of this 
advance with disquietude. They 
know that the assault on Port 
Moresby, when it comes, will not 
be an easy affair, because a “for- 
midable range of mountains 
extends between the parts of the 
island in Japanese occupation and 
those in Allied occupation. They 
cannot help recalling, however, 
that natural obstacles of a hardly 
less formidable kind failed to 
check the Japanese advance in 
Burma and Malaya, and some of 
their journalists have begun to 
aak if the Allied Command is not 
placing too much reliance upon 
the ‘‘ impassibility’’ of the Owen 
Stanley Range. Yesterday they 
experienced another shock when 
an official communiqué from 
Tokyo announced that Japanese 
naval units had occupied the 
three island groups of Aru, 
Tenimber—or Timor Laut—and 
Kei, in the Arafura Sea, and 
within perilously easy reach of 
Port Darwin. The net effect of 
this occupation is that the 
Japanese possess a chain of 
‘‘invasion bases’ along most of 
the northern coast of Australia ; 
and, if they manage to drive the 
Allies out of New Guinea, the 
whole northern coast will be in- 
vested. Inevitably, the policy of 
the Allied Command is being 
criticised. Mr. W. M. Hughes 
has said hard things about it, and 
has been reproved by Mr. Curtin, 
the Prime Minister, who denies 
that either ‘‘ unwillingness or in- 
competence is at work. Yet it 
looks as if Mr. Hughes is reflect- 
ing the opinion of many 
Australians, who cannot overlook 
the fact that so far all the 
profits of war have fallen to the 
Japanese. 

It is fantastic to suppose that 
the Allied Command in Australia 
has not been alive to the threat 
from Japan, or that it has not 
been taking all the counter- 
measures in its power. Never- 
theless, from the whisperings of 
the Australian people and -?ress, 
there seems to be good reason to 
suppose that the continent’s 
defences are not yet as strong 
as they ought to be. The Allies’ 
commitments, of course, are 
terribly heavy and widespread. 
They are trying at one and the 
same time to strengthen their 
position in North Africa and in 
India, to combat the submarine 
menace in the Atlantic, to create 
the necessary resources for a 
‘“second front” in continental 
Europe, to send help to Russia, 
and to keep the Japanese in some 
sort of check. They cannot be 
everywhere in sufficient strength ; 
and it well may be that they 
cannot spare either men or 
material enough to make Aus- 
tralia’s resistance sure. For that 
matter, it is by no means certain 
that the Japanese intend to invade 
Australia this year, or even next 
year. Their strategy in this war 
has been remarkably sound, and 
has been justified to the full by 
its results; but there is surely a 
limit to the number of irons that 
they can keep in the fire. They 
still are on the offensive in 
China; can they afford, while 
so many of their troops are occu- 
pied there, to open a new front 
on the grand scale? For some 
time past there has been a 
growing suspicion that their next 
objective will be Russia; and it 
is suggested that their activity in 
New Guinea—apart from its value 
in the consolidation of bases—is 
essentially a feint, designed to 
divert attention from their real 
purpose. Nobody would feel any 
great surprise if they should hurl 
themselves against Vladivostock 


i any day now, synchronising their 


attack with Marshal von Bock’s 
great thrust against Stalingrad. 
No possibility can be disregarded 
by the Allies; no Japanese 
objective can be regarded as more 
likely than any other. They dre 
on the borders of India, Siberia 
and Australia; an attack upon 
any of them, if successful, would 
be work of enormous value to the 
“ Axis” partners, and a severe 
blow to the Allied cause. Doubt- 
less, Germany and Italy would be 
better pleased if Japan should 
elect to strike against Russia ; 
but, from Japan’s own point of 
view, an attack upon either India 
or Australia would seem to be 
more advantageous, and no more 
perilous. It is useless’ to 
speculate on her intentions. The 
Japanese are even better than the 
other Great Powers, at keeping 
their secrets, and they will give 


no hint of what they propose to 


do until the moment when they 
begin to do it.

NEW U.S. FORCE 
CANADIANS INCLUDED 


WASHINGTON Thursday. - 
Establishment of the '' First Special 
Service Corps ” for offensive opera- 
tions was announced by Mr. Patter- 
son, U.S. Under-Secretary for War, 
to-day. It is composed of men 
skilled in all offensive operations— 
parachute and marine _ landing, 
mountain and desert warfare, etc., 
and may be the first of several 
such specially trained forces. It 
contains a number of Canadians. 

Mr. Patterson also announced the 
formation of the U.S. Army’s first 
completely air-borne ivision, 
organised on the lines of existing 
infantry divisions, with the same 
fire-power for offensive emissions. 
The airborne divisions will be of 
about 8,000 men each, and all their 
weapons and equipment will be 
moved by ’planes and gliders. In 
action they will fight as infantry, 
after the manner of similar German 
Army divisions. 

The Engineer Amphibian Command, 
one of the Army's newest combat 
organisations, will be used for land- 
ing operations, with boats and 
shallow draft off-shore operations in- 
volving military use of small craft.— 
(Reuter. ) 


OBITUARY 
VEN. W. M. O'CONNELL 


The Ven. William Morgan O’Connell, 
M.A., The Rectory, Rockcorry, County 
Monaghan, who died ata Dublin hospital 
yesterday, was Archdeacon of Tuam 
since 1928 and Examining Chaplain to 
the Bishop of Tuam since 1932. He 
held the Curacy of Drumshanbo from 
1891 to 1893, and subsequently the 
incumbencies of Drumreilly, Aasleagh 
Clifden, and Omey. He was Rural 
Dean of Galway from 1907. a member 
of the Synod from 1912, Prebendary of 
Kilmainmore in Tuam Cathedral from 
1923. and of Kilmeen two years later. 
He was Incumbent of Omey with Erris- 
more United Diocese of Tuam from 
1924. and became Provost of Tuam 
in the following year. 


REV. M. O’'FLANAGAN 


The Rev. Michael O'Flanagan, who 
died in a Dublin nursing home at 4.30 
this morning, was a well-known figure in 
Irish political movements. A native of. 
Roscommon, Father O’Flanagan took a 
great interest in politics from an early 


age. 

In 1918 Father O'Flanagan was Vice 
President of the Sinn Fein movement. 
When Mr. de Valera launched the Fianna 
Fail Party Father O’Flanagan adhered to 
his political views. He toured America 
on behalf of Sinn Fein in 1920-22, and 
in Jater years he paid another visit to 
America to speak in the cause of the 
+ age Republic during the civil war.

and was President of the Gaelic League 
from 1920 to 1921. ‘ 

Up to the time of his death he was 
engaged in the compilation of a history 
of the counties of Ireland. He began 
this work some years ago with a history 
of his own county, Roscommon, and it is 
stated that quite a number of the

GIFT TO MUSEUM 


Mr. H. D. Fleming, of the Observa- 
tory, Banbridge, has presented an in- 
eresting small group of silver to the 
Art Division of the National Museum 
in memory of his father, Henry David 
Fleming, the well-known astronomer 
(1864-1934). It imcludes two typical 
Dublin bright-cut soup spoons of the 
late 18th century, and a sugar tongs of 
the early 19th, which has the curious 
feature of having the maker’s name 
erased. _ There is also a silver medal 
by the Irish medallist, Woodhouse, an 
award of the Cavan Agricultural Society. 

Mr. Fleming, who was born in Mel- 
bourne of Irish parents, was a member 
of the British Astronomical Association, 
and contributed many papers on his 
subject to learned publications.

HORSE-CHESTNUTS 


Horse-chestnuts are being used in 
England to provide a flour substitute, but 
Dr. W. R. Fearon, Professor of Bio- 
Chemistry at Dublin University, says they 
are not perfectly safe, and he would not 
advocate their collection in this country 
until an official appeal is issued. 

Dr. Fearon, who was discussing the 
collection of horse-chestnuts by people in 
Britain for 7s. 6d. a stone, said they 
contain one or two harmful ingredients. 
The seeds of nuts of the horse-chestnut. 
tree are enclosed in one capsule, and are 
used for feeding stock, or for the manu- 
facture of a burning oil. During the last 
war they were collected for the manufac- 
ture of charcoal. 

Dr. Fearon has been conducting 
researches into the use of grass as food, 
to which, he said, a good deal of atten- 
tion has been recently given in the 
Journal of the chemical industry. One 
of the difficulties in using it as a human 
foodstuff was the amount of fibrous 
matter in ordinary grass. Quite part 
from its value’ as food for cattle. how- 
ever, properly-dried grass contained a 
high percentage of carotein, which gave

Ancient Respirators 


Belieye it or not, there were 
respirators in Ireland more than 100 
years ago. Recently, while looking 
through the files of an old Irish news- 
paper—the long-dead U/ster Timea— 
| came across an advertisement offer- 
ing them for sale. Let me hasten to 
explain that they were designed to 
protect the wearer, not against poison 
gases; but against the common cold. 

The respirator apparently con- 
sisted of two small tubes encased in 
a larger cylinder. The contraption 
was clamped over the nose and 
mouth, so that the inside tubes fitted 
into the nostrils. By inhaling — 
the nose, the incoming air in the 
smaller tubes was heated by the 
warm air exhaled through the 
cylinder. In this way, it was 
claimed, “a uniformity of tempera- 
ture would be ensured to that deli- 
cate organ, the lungs,” thus avoiding 
all danger of colds or ’flu. 

The advertisement disclosed that 
the price had been greatly reduced— 
‘namely, of Gentlemen’s 34/- to 25/-, 
and Ladies’ W/- to 21/-. For the 
working classes there are respirators 
as low as 7/- and 6/-.” I hesitate 
to draw conclusions from the fact 
that the advertisement appeared only 
once. 


Shipping Shortage 


I was. interested to read that 
ijant submarines and flying-boats are 
 arned discussed in America as a 
means of transporting goods in war- 
time. The consideration of such 
under-sea and, if one can use the 
term, over-sea methods is not new: 
it dates back to the last war. 

Before 1917 the German authori- 
ties were planning a cargo-carrying 
submarine, capable of crossing the 
Atlantic, although I do not think 
that such a vessel was ever con- 
structed. The transport of supplies 
by air, however, was put into effect, 
and a Zeppelin left Germany with 
Inaterial for German units in West 
Africa. 

When nearly two-thirds of the 
journey had been completed, a wire- 
less message, which indicated that 
the units to be relieved had sur- 
rendered, was picked up. The 
Zeppelin then put about and re- 
turned to Germany, after covering 
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well over 2,000 miles—a remarkable 
flight in those days. 

As a matter of interest, the inter- 
cepted message was inaccurate, and 
the Germans in Africae did not sur- 
render until some time later. 


Child Beggars 


I regret to notice that, in spite of 
protests voiced on many ,sides, the 
child beggars in O’Connell street are 
still at work in no small numbers. 

The technique is to wait outside 
the cinemas in the upper part of 
the street and pester the 
going in and out of the cinemas— 
often with success. I observe that 
it is standard practice to attempt 
to get a young man with a girl 
whenever possible. The idea, which 
seems to be well founded, is tliat 
he will be more ready to contribute 
before someone whom he is trying 
to impress. 

Does not the Vagrancy Law ex- 
tend, or could it not be extended, 
to such cases? I make the sug- 
gestion purely for the benefit of the 
children themselves, who are receiv- 
ing a lamentable training by being 
allowed to spend their youth in tras 
sort of mendicancy. There would 
be no need for severe penalties. 
What most of the youngsters teed 
is simply a fright. 


Wet Weeks

RUHR BOMBED 
AGAIN 


| FIVE ’PLANES MISSING 


“ Another attack on objectives 1n 
the Ruhr was the chief activity of 
the Royal Air Force on Wednesday 
night. From this raid five of our 
bombers are missing.” 

An Air Ministry communiqué 
announcing this added that a 
German floatplane was destroyed off 
the north-west coast of France on 
Wednesday evening by aircraft of 
Coastal ommand. One British 
fighter is missing from a daylight 
patrol on Wednesday. Beaufighters 
shot down the floatplane—an Arado 
196—in the Bay of Biscay. ‘hey 
also damaged another.
